From the fire I came back to 


the fire tower in City Hall when 
a good-natured old Irishman.

few minutes after it was intro- 
d^febd by Rep. 8. A. Anderson, (D, 
Licking). 
It was scheduled for 


consideration 
today by the sen- 


ate. 


The bill, which has the approval 


of the administration, authorizes 
county commissioners, 
municipal 


councils and 
commissions, 
and 


township trustees, by unanimous 
vote, to spend local funds for re- 
lief purposes during the 10-day 
period ending Feb. 5. 


Another flood relief bill, pro- 


posing $1,000,000 appropriation to 
the state emergency board "to be 
used in alleviating the intense hu- 
man suffering caused by the flood 
in the Ohio river valley," was re- 
ferred without delay to the house 
finance committee for considera- 
tion. 


The appropriation bill was intro- 


duced by Rep. John Harden (R., 
Clermont). The $250,000 appropri- 
ation measure, sponsored by the 
administration and enacted hur- 
riedly Monday, provided only for 
the expense of the national guard 
in the flood district and made no 
money available for the personal 
relief of flood sufferers.

HILE vivid recollections of the floods of 
less than a year ago still remain, a re- 


currence of these disasters is visited on ex- 
tensive sections of the country at a time 
when weather conditions normally contri- 
bute to the intensity of human sufferings. 


Reports of conditions in a stretch of ter- 


ritory extending from western Pennsylvan- 
ia to Arkansas indicate the swift develop- 
ments of another grave crisis. With thous- 
ands driven from their homes by the rising 
waters, property valued at millions de- 
stroyed and bitter cold and snow creating 
the danger of widespread sickness, the sit- 
uation is in many respects more menacing 
than that arising from the floods of a year 
ago. 


Even now, with the streams reaching 


constantly higher levels, there have been a 
score of deaths and hundreds are missing. 
All available human agencies are being 
employed to control the danger to life, and 
it is the efficiency with which they are 
functioning that is preventing the disaster 
from assuming more distressing form. 


This crisis will no doubt cause a revival 


of the demand for more determined and 
more effective efforts in the direction of 
flood control. The task is one which pre- 
sents great economic and scientific diffi- 
culties. Unfortunately, when the floodgates 
of the heavens are thrown wide open, as 
they have been formally days, the hand of 
man can offer but feeble resistance.

WHAT OF THE LINDBERGH REWARD? 
IMMEDIATELY after the kidnaping of 
*• the Lindbergh baby, A. Harry Moore, 
•who was Governor of New Jersey at the 
time, acting under authority vested in him 
by law, authorized a reward not to ex- 
ceed $25,000 for the arrest and conviction 
of the person or persons responsible for the 
crime. 


The kidnaper and murderer of the child 


has been tried, convicted and executed. 
Nevertheless, New Jersey has never paid 
the reward offered by the chief executive 
of the State government. 


This neglect constitutes a shameful vio- 


lation of a moral obligation and one which 
cannot be justified on any ground. 
The 


State of New Jersey, through the medium 
of its Governor, pledged the payment of a 
certain sum of money to anyone who would 
aid in the solution of this mystery. 


Certain men were directly responsible 


for the arrest of Hauptmann and for the 
positive establishment of the fact that he 
•was the possessor of the ransom money. 
There are, of course, numerous claimants 
on the reward, but for the most part their 
claims are based upon palpably inadequate 
grounds. No great difficulty should be ex- 
perienced in determining just which of 
these claims should receive just and ser- 
ious consideration and how the reward 
should be distributed. 


RUNC1MAN TO ENGINEER LOAN 


WASHINGTON — No matter how much 


** the White House and the State Depart- 
ment may deny it, there was a lot of fire 
behind the smoke-screen thrown up around 
the week-end visit of Walter Runciman 
with the President. 


The president of the British Board of 


Trade, one of the most powerful members 
of the British Cabinet, did not make an un- 
pleasant crossing of the Atlantic in mid- 
winter just for a vacation. 


Inside information is that he came for 


the specific purpose of getting the United 
States to ease Germany's financial burden, 
in order to postpone the outbreak of war 
until England can finish her rearmament 
program. 


The economic situation of Germany at 


present is almost as bad as during the 
World War. Hitler has got to bring about 
some improvement, or else show good jus- 
tification to the German people for their 
poverty. War for colonies or new territory 
in Russia is one way out. 


But a billion dollar loan by the United 


States is another alternative, or so reason 
the British. It could be camouflaged as a 
"reconciliation" loan, garnished with the 
blessing (possibly even the guarantee) of 
the Allied powers, and earmarked so that 
all of the money would come back to the 
United States for the purchase of raw ma- 
terials. 


England is now bent on doing anything 


which will postpone war until she can get 
prepared, and this is one method of doing 
it. 


DEMOCRATIC OPPOSITION 


Should the President listen sympatheti- 


cally to any such proposal by Runciman, 
he would be in for a stiff time with the 
Senate, including his own Democratic sup- 
porters. 


Democratic Senators already have ap- 


proached Borah and Hiram Johnson urg- 
ing them to fight any readjustment of war 
debts or the loan of more money to Europe. 
The Democrats have promised hearty sup- 
port if Borah and Johnson will lead the 
fight. 


Their promise^ however, is quite unnec- 


essary. For some time Borah and Johnson 
have been all set to fight the faintest glim- 
mer of U. S. entanglement with Europe. 


SUPREME 
COURT 


President Roosevelt soon will touch off 


another blast against the Supreme Court. 
It will take the form of a communication 
Congress, and it will be the hottest at- 
tack so far to come from the Administra- 
tion. 


The Court's power to invalidate legisla- 


tion will be assailed and a specific proposal 
for restrictive action will be recommended. 
Because of the drastic nature of this plan, 
it is certain to encounter stem resistance 
from Congressional conservatives, 
parti- 


cularly on the judiciary committees. 


But the President is determined to force 


the issue of curbing the Court's power, and 
this move is one part of his strategy. 


NOTE:—On the eve of his inauguration, 


Roosevelt received a letter from a fortune- 
teller predicting that he would appoint 
five new Supreme Court Justices during his 
second term.
